You often tbiiik it's hard for the pas- 


conductor of au accommodation 


train which stops at two or three sta- 
tions to tbe mils to tell who has paid 
liis faro and who has uot. Tbe conduct- 
or of a short run accommodation train 
especially must be a peculiarly gifted 
mau. Ho must bo at once both cocil 
headed and ev«n tempered, or if not be 
is a total failnr«. 


But if tho requisites of a railroad 


conductor aro such, what are the re- 
quirements of the man who runs a com- 
mon street car: Why, as much as those 
of the railroad man and several times 
Dion.

nae of tobacco forms part of the educa- 
tion of tba faithful, tba people never 
dream of milking this substance into 
pipes.

Jt may be that tha 
long pipestunis which allow the smoku 
to cool and loee its acridity before 
reaching tiio mouth leave tbe oriental 
smoker quite indifferent in regard to 
tbe quality of the bowl.

THE FAMOUS GIN LAW. 


Boo It Was Received rail Ended by tb« 


Korlish Public. 


This famons "gin luw, " passed in 


vere blow at liquor dealing among civ- 
ilized nations. It levied a tax cf 20s. a 
gallon on spirits, and a license of £50 
for any one selling or dealing in them. 
And, being in advance of public opin- 
ion, it failed, much as other more 
stringent prohibition laws have failed 
in our own day. For the cry was at 
once raised that it taxed the poor man's 
gin and let the rich man's wine go 
free. Every wit, every caricaturist, had 
his fling at it. Ballads were hawked 
around telling of the approaching 
death of Mother Gin. The liqnor shops 
were hung with black and celebrated 
uproariously Mine. Geneva's lying in 
state, her funeral, her wake and so on. 
The night before the law went into 
effect, so the contemporary journals 
say, there was a universal revel all 
over the country. Every ono drank his 
fill oud carried home as much gin be- 
sides as he could pay for. 


To evade the law apothecaries sold 


it in vials and small packages, some- 
times colored and disguised, generally 
under false labels, such as "Colic 
Water," "Make Shift," "Ladies' De- 
light" There were printed directions 
on some of these packages — e. g., "Take 
two or three spoonfuls three or four 
times a day, or as often as the fit taken 
yon. " Informers were very prominent 
and exceedingly offensive, inventing 
snares to catch lawbreakers for the sake 
cf the heavy rewards, and spying and 
sneaking around in a way particularly 
distasteful to the English inind. In con- 
sequence they suffered in their turn. 
The mere cry, "Liqoor spy!" was 
enough to raise a mob in the London 
streets, and the informer was lucky if 
he escaped with a sound thrashing and 
a ducking in the Thames or the nearest 
horse poud. Indeed, sneh an outcry was 
made about the matter that the minis- 
try became very unpopular, and the 
law was not enforced after two or three 
years, and was largely modified iu 1T43, 
after seven years' trial.— Popnlur Sci- 
ence JMonthlv. 


-A Carious and Kare Hook. 


The most curious ns well as one cf 


the rarest books known to collectors is 
the edition cf the Vulgate issued by 
Pope Sistus V, some time between 
1585 and 1590. The book, as Ditraeh 
describes it, "fairly swarmed with er- 
rata." So numerous were they that a 
number of printed paper slips contain- 
ing tbe proper words were pasted over 
the blunders, and this device proving 
ineffectual ou account of the immense 
number of mistakes, as many of the 
copies as could be found were called in 
and destroybd. Only a few remain, and 
the book with its paper patches com- 
mands an extremely high price.

gether, six or seven inches apart, and 
thu planes about the same distance apart 
ID the rowsL The ground is heavily 
manured before planting, and the plants 
are kept well watered and cultivated. 
They are given but cue slight earthing 
up until alight frosts aet in. Stakes are 
then driven in along the two outside 
rows, giving the tops a slight inclina- 
tion toward the central row and having 
the tops of the stakes about .level with 
the tops of the celery. .Earth is then 
banked up about two-thirds of tha 
height of the plants and made firm. A 
10 inch board is then set against the 
stakes on each aide and the earth is 
banked to a level with the top of the 
boards. Two more boards are nailed to- 
gether at right angles to one another, 
and these are placed over the top. 


Some straw is placed alongside of tha 


rows and is put over the boards during 
a sharp freeze. In mild weather both 
straw and boards are removed entirely. 
This is all tba protection that will be 
needed until severe winter weather sets 
in, when the whole bank may be cov- 
ered with leaves, straw and litter of 
any kind. The accompanying sketch 
may present a clearer idea of this 
method. 


The point that appeals most strongly 


to the fancy is the fact that tha plants 
are stored jnst as they grew, and that 
they are able to continue growing, not 
having been disturbed at the roots, thus 
giving then: the opportunity of making 
what is essential to late keeping celery 
—viz, a late growth. 


An OUo Conrcrlb. 


Here is the way in which they build 


oorncribs cheap and strong in north- 
western Ohio: Set two parallel rows of 
stone blocks 3j^ feet apart in the row, 
the rows as far apart as the width of 
crib.

feet 4 inches wide, 11 feet high at rears, 
14 feet at front and 60 feet long, using 
good lumber, oak frame, pine roof, for 
f 40. It will hold 3,000 bushels of shelled 
corn. Iii eiding up leave as many open- 
ings as desired for filling in. Cat the 
siding at the opening with a miter and 
thn slats can be removed one at a time, 
waking cheap openings.

JJovv, with the most 
careful attention it i« not always pos- 
sible to prevent the formation of paste 
and the subsequent baking, but cue can 
prevent it flora robbing the roil of its 
moisture through excessive evaporation 
by breaking up tha surface crnst as 
an it forma and by keeping the 
thoroughly pulverized, which effectually 
checks evaporation iu even the hottest 
weather. 


Bee-eat experiments have also ihown 


that evaporation from too surface of 
soil can be much decreased by mulch- 
ing. The effect, for example, of a three 
inch layer of broken, compacted oat 
straw spread evenly over tho surface of 
a strawberry field in Minnesota wan to 
decrease the evaporation by COS barrels 
per acre, and the gain in moisture to 
tho soil of a vineyard by a similar treat- 
ment was 1,600 barrels per acre, or 
rofficient to cover the entire surface to 
a depth of nearly two inches. 


It has also been repeatedly demon- 


strated chat wind is a prime factor in 
increasing 
evaporation 
from 
both 


ground and water surfaces. While it is 
true that the frequency, course and 
velocity of the winds lie beyond the 
control of the. agriculturist, yet by 
planting suitable trees to form wind 
breaks within and around his cultivat- 
ed fields much benefit may result. The 
foliage of the trees will lessen tho tem- 
perature, increase the humidity of the 
air and break the force of the wind. 


How to Build a, Boot Cellar. 


A common way of constructing root 


cellars was recently illustrated by Rural 
New Yorker. Following are the direc- 
tions: 


Excavate by means of a scraper and 


then set tip the retaining walls. The 
upright pieces at the sides should be 3 
by 4 studding, placed not more than 
four feet apart.^ If to floor be laid, 
this studding should be secured at tha 
bottom by sinking into the earth. The 
siding, consisting of inch beards, is 
nailed to the studding before raising 
it in place. The joints, a b, may bo 
3 by 4. and the supports for the roof, 
o d, of the same kind of material. The 
plates secured to the tops of the stnd-

aw; y. The *ntic>> ubove the joists may 
be lilled iu with straw to prevent freez- 
ing us the pit. Doors may lie placed at 
internals iu the roof bo that the potatoes 
may be easily shoveled through shoots 
directly fruui thn wauon. At one end of 
tho pit th'Tfi should bfi solid double 
doors, so fhut if it be desired to remove 
the comuirs during cold weather Jtmay 
be done without allowing the cold air 
to cuter. 


For Celery might. 


The following remedies hava been 


tested ;U thn various stations for field 
blight in caltiry and found valuable: 
Shading tho plants by means of lath 
screens, the lath an inch apart; apply- 
ing sulphur at the rate of 1 pound to 
(500 plants: spraying tho plants with a 
solution consisting of copper carbouato 
Sonucefl, urumoniu water (2G5 ) 3 pints, 
water 45 gallons, naing tho apparatus 
employed for spruying potatoes.

How do<-j> this happen? you may ask. 


Will, it is all through the fact that 
people suffer from tho heat. Some bril- 
liant inventor came to the conclusion 
that instead of the ordinary revolving 
fly frightener that moves so deliberate- 
ly that the average fly forgew its exist- 
ence, if a motor could go around so 
quickly as to be invisible to the eye it 
might be that with blades to it a minia- 
ture cyclone could be produced. The air 
engendered by that electrical tornado 
would cool a sweltering world where 
clerks and even bankers mopped their 
collective brows and panted for the 
shades of the mountains until they got 
go hot that they were ready to engage 
any nation upon the face of the earth 
in mortal combat This inventor car- 
ried ont his philanthropic idea, and the 
result was the placing npun the market 
of the electrical fan. 


Now, this fan contains six blades, 


and every uue is a hummer. Ii is so 
portable that it can be placed most any- 
where BO long as the wire connection 
is not broken. The fau was introduced 
into select circles. It focnd instant fa- 
vor. No more mopping of brows, no 
more chasing of flies from heads which 
resembled the famous cranium of Uncle 
Ned. 
The electrical fan was willing 


to work double turn and blow the face 
off the superheated owner if necessary. 
The public was correspondingly grate- 
ful and rested under the artificial storm 
in peace and quiet. 


But Pittsburg frowns upon gambling, 


officially. It has shut up its poolsbops, 
it has closed its Dlind pools, it even re- 
stricts the great American game of 
draw poker. Still, like the shattering 
of the rose vase, the predilection for go- 
ing up again.-t any old thing which 
may trim some one else and enable the 
winner to walk oC with the "pile" 
clung around many a person who ought 
to have known better. The pleasures of 
the sportively inclined were restricted 
to such infantile sports aa matching for 
the drinks, shooting craps in blind al- 
leys and similar diversions of no par- 
ticular standing among the elite. Mem- 
ories of faro, roulette and other means 
of quickly losing money floated around 
the average citizen. His soul revolted 
against the "shoestring" methods to 
which unkind fate and the police had 
reduced him. It is said that every ne- 
cessity finds some remedy. So it has 
Droved in this case. 


If a roulette wheel merely consisted 


of red and dark marks, with a little 
black marbla coursing around, uncer- 
tain where to stop and seldom stopping 
whern it ought, then a swiftly revolv- 
ing electrical wheel might to stop in 
some uncertain place when the current 
was shut oft. Acting upon this scheme, 
the inventor of the new form of gam- 
bling proceeded to number the blades. 
Then each member of the gambling fra- 
ternity puts his money upon one Llade. 
If the suspended animation of the fan 
proves that his guess was correct, be 
wins the stake. It is all so easy and so 
fair unless some one "loads" one of the 
blades. It is incidentally such a handy 
way of waging money, it is filling so 
well a long felt want, that in most of 
the offices where electric fans are ufced 
there appear upon the blades tho num- 
bers, "Ono, two, three, four, five and 
six. ' ' 


To the uninitiated they mean little, 


but to the now habitual player on this 
newly devised wheel of fortune thoy 
evidence much. He walks into:* strange 
oSice, incidentally turns off the current 
of the electric fan, and if ho sees the 
numbers there ho immediately remarks, 
"I choose six, " or whatever may be his 
favorite lumber. Sorno member of tho 
firm or a clerk immediately places his 
faith upon some other number turning 
up, and them it is. In a minute there 
is a first class game going full speed. It 
is all BO simple— turn on the current, 
then turn it off, and win or lose, ;is the 
case may bo. There, are many of thes» 
wheel, or fan, players who work on 
systems they think will win. They 
make a study of the electric fan in a 
certain office. 
They discover that a 


"five" or a "three" may be reasonably 
certain to turn up if the current is only 
allowed to be turned on for a second or 
so; that if the wheel is revolving at its 
full gait another figure, will appear. 
Upon these principles they stake, their 
coin. The. majority of the players, how- 
ever, do not figure upon any such deep 
laid plans. They arise in the morning 
and consider that a certain number will 
prove lucky, and they go and play it, 
It is really astonishing how the prac- 
tice has spread. It is related that in 
several large, office buildings heavy 
sums are wagered, and The Press re- 
porter is informed that there aro few 
buildings iu which there are not elec- 
trical fans bearing the telltul-j numbers. 
The saloons, of course, do not permit 
it, for if such a form of gambling were 
discovered it might result i" their li 
censes beinp; n v<ik«i.
